SHALL conclude this Paper with another fhort Lec- 
ture from the OrTHOP DIA, being an Extract of 
what the Author fays upon the Article of Zars. 

To have Lars well made is one of the greateft Orna- 
ments of the Head. They fhould be thin, finely edg’d 
or border’d, not exceeding a certain Magnitude, and 
adorn’d with all thofe little Turns,and vermillion Folds, 
which compofe a beautiful Entrance. 

Larce Ears ate a Deformity which cannot be corrected: 
The beft that can be done, by thofe thar have them, 
is to bide them from View, or at leaft not to difcover 
them entirely —Yet we every Day fee fome young La- 
dies, who, tho’ they have Ears almoft as large as the 
Palms of their Hands, drefs their Heads as if on Purpofe 
to expof them ; which is monftroufly ridiculous. 

Others have their Ears ficticg out from the Head, like 

the Wings of a Windmill, who neverthelefs put their 
Head-drelles as backward as poflible, purely, one would 
think, to give them full Liberty.—A Perfon is to be 
pitied who has Defeés that cannot be concealed; but to 
make a Parade of thofe that might be hid, and exhibit 
them as fo many Perfefions, is a Weaknefs that much 
more deferves our Compaffion. 
Mothers and Nurfes cannot take too much Care, to 
make the Ears of their Children thin and fit. Some 
there are, who, in putting on the Caps of tender In- 
fants, or at leaft of young Children, leaye the Ear al- 
ways expofed, inftead of keeping it clofe under the 
Bandage. -The Ear, by being left thus to itfelf, is 
apt to turn up, and, like a Piece of ftubborn Stuff that 
is once warped, never returns again to its proper State. 
Mr. Winflow, a moft learned Anatomift, obferves, that 
all the Ears of Children naturally take this Curve, if not 
reftrain’d by being bound down. But according to our 
Notion of Beauty, a well-made Ear fhould be, as it were, 
fuck vo the Head, that is, lie fo clofe, that even a thin 
Piece of Paper could not be put between, without mov- 
ing it up. 

t is a very ill Cuftom to pull Children’s Ears, for.as 
they have naturally a great Difpofition to be extended, 
the Practice of this Folly may make them thick, lon 
and homely. Hardne/s of Hearing,and even fometimes fa 
nofs itfelf, may be alfo the Effect of this Pulling of the 
Ears, 2 Thing too commonly ufed in Play. 

Equally bad it is to hang heavy Perdants to the Ears 
of young Perfons. If the Ladies muft wear fuch, let 
them at leaft ftay till their Ears are full grown and fix’d, 
for fear they fhould otherwife gtow beyond what they 
might defire. => 

We have a Story of an /ndian King, that he has for 
his Guards a noble Body of Men, whofe principal Of 
ficers have all their Zars fo large that they hang dowa 
to their Shoulders; which proceeds ftom a Cuftom 
they have of boring them from the very Birth, and 
loading them with heavy Pendants.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 
Florence, Now. 17. Upon Advice of Prince Lobkowitz’s 
Retreat, and that Count Gage was following him, 
a Grand Council of War has been held here, in which 
it was refolv’d to march the greateft Part of the Troops 
of this Dutchy to the Frontiers, in order to prevent, 1n 
cafe of a Battle, either Army’s taking Sheltez in the 
Territories of Tufcany. In Confequence of this Refo- 
lution our Troops are actually in Motion, 
Extraédt of a private Letter from Dantzick, Nov. 28. 
* The fruitlefs Diffolurion of the Dyet of Poland 
* furnifhes Matter for much Speculation. People talk 
* a great Deal of the Bribery ufed y | the Pruffian Mirti- 
* ftry to diffolve it; but, at the fame Time, they en- 
* large no lefs on the Sums which M, Villiers, the 
* Britith Minifter, fpent to keep the Dyet together, 
© andto draw, if it had been poflible, the Republick 
* into a League againft the King of Pruffia. If this be 
* true, both Parties might very well have fav’d their 
* Money. The Poles, tho’ divided often among them- 
* felves, underftand their true Interefts too well, to fuf- 
* fer tremfelves to be made the Cat’sPaw. The Mo- 
* ment they perceiv’d thar the Augmentation of the 
* Crown Army, (an Objeét fo dear to the Nation) was 
© to ferve no other Purpofe but to favour certain Views, 
* by lugging Poland into Foreign Quarrels, they chofe 
* rather to fufpend for fome Time the Executiog of this 
Projet, than to make it fubfervient to plunge the 
* Republick into Broils, which fhe has hitherto pru- 
* dently kept out of, by preferving carefully the Tran- 
* quility the enjoys at prefent. This isthe Knot of the 
* whole Affair, and the real Mafter-{pring of the Diffo- 
« Jution of the Dyet. Thofe who talk otherwife of it, 
*. do nothing but beat the Air, at the fame Time that 
“they injure many a good Head and many a zealous 
* Patriot in the Republick. 
* from the woful Experience of the late Reign, how 
* cautious they ought to be in efpoufing the pri- 
* vate Quarrels of their Sovereigns, and {preading the 
* Table at Home for Foreign Troops, were it even for 
* thofe of their own King, which they had formerly 
* much ado to get out of the Kingdom. 
Mentz, December 1. As the French Troops, the Day 
before Yefterday, not only enter’d this Electorate, but 
aétually took Poffeflion of feveral Places, from which 
his Electoral Highnefs’s Troops were forc’d to retire: 
His Serene Highnefs, in Conjunction with the Electors 
of Cologne and Triers, has fent his Proteft to the Em- 
or and Dyet; and has, moreover, demanded of the 
ifhop of Wurtzbourg, 200 Men to reinforce the Gar- 
rifon of this Capital, which are already in full March hi- 
ther. There is an unufual Harmony among the French 
Generals; IM. Coigny accompanied M. Mallebois to 
Manheim, in his Way to Worms, and they fate up all 
the laft Night they were together ; from whence we con- 
jecture, that this Irruption into Germany has fomething 
at the Bottom of it, of much greater Importance than 
P weareable to penetrate. In the mean time, the Caftles 
of Fribourg are firrsendered, of which we are told a very 
d Story here. During the Ceflation of Arms, the 
French pretended to mine the Fortifications of Fribourg ; 
which, undoubtedly, they had a Right to do, if they 
thought fit; but inftead of doing this, it feems, they un- 
dermined one of the Caftles, and that fo effectually, that 
when Hoftilities were on the Point of being re-com- 
tmene’d, they fent to General Damnitz, to let him know, 
Pihat if he fired upon the Town, they would infallibly 
blow him, his Caftle, and Garrifon, into the Air 3 and, 
iat the fame Time, offering to fhew him the Mine; he, 
on Sight of it, derermin’d to furrender, with his Garrifon, 
Prifoners Of War. There is another very ftrange Affair 
bwitifpered liere, which is, that neither the King of

Pruffia, nor the Emperor, are perfectly fatisfied with the 
Condué¢t of France ; and to this is attributed the Retreat 
of the former, and the latter’s putting his Troops into 
Winter Quarters, and fending for the Aulick Council to 
Munich; where, fome fay, the King of Pruffia’s Pro- 
pofal to the Queen of Hungary, for a feparate Peace, 
will be laid before that Aflembly. 

Hanover, Dec. 1. The Advices we have receiv’d from 
Bohemia by the Way of Drefden fay, that the Com- 
bin’d Army arriv’d the 24th of laft Month at Clumetz, 
and had taken the Town of Pardubitz; but that the 
Prutfians, before they abandon’d it, fet fire to the Sub- 
urbs, as well as to their great Magazines, out of which 
the Auftrians had neverthelefs found Means to fave 
. 36,000 Meafures of Oats. They add, thar after the 
Combin’d Army had pafs’d the Elb, the King of Pruf- 


'k fa made feveral forc’d Marches with his Troops, in or- 


der to reach the Borders of Silefia, and that his Army 
had fuffer’d confiderably, being conftantly harrafs’d by 
the Huffars and Croats; that there was a very great De- 
fertion among his Treops ; and that as the Snows were 
beginning to fall, it was thought Prince Charles would 
not venture to. fellow his Pruflian Majefty into the 
County of Glatz. 
t = Francfort, Dec. 3.. The French have taken Poffeffion of 
f the Town of Afcaffenburgh and feveral other Pofts on 
the Mayn. They alfo occupy the Town of Konigftein, 
but there is a Garrifon of the Elector of Mentz’s Tropes 
{till in the Caftle. 

The French have not abandon’d the City of Con- 
ftance, as was reported: Their Garrifon there confifts 
of 2000 Men, and they have befides 10 or 12,000 Men 
difpers’d up and down Swabia. 

Rien, Dec. 6. By our laft Accounts from the Eaft 
Indies we hear that Peace is quite reftor’d in all the 
Settlements of the Company, face the Month of De- 
cember laft: The Chinefe come back by Degrees, and 
rebuild their former Habitations, and at the End of the 
fame Month, they reckon’d 5000 of them fettled in. the 
Suburbs of Batavia. 

Paris, Nov. 3a. The Marquefs de Voyer, Colonel of 
the Regiment of Berry, (Cavalry) and Son of the Count 
@’Argenfon, Minifter and Secretary at War, artiv’d at 
Verfailles the 28th Inftant, with the News, that the 
Cafties of Fribourg furrender’d the 25th Inftant; that 
the Auftrian Troops in them, confifting of 4554 Men, 
march’d out with all the Honours ot War, but laid 
down their Arms as they entered the Town, purfuant to 
the Convention, and conftituted themfélves Prifoners 
of War; that the Officers were allowed to keep their 
Swords, and that the Kings Troops immeuiately after 
took Poffeffion of the Caitles, and all the Artillery, Am- 
munition, &c. 

A new Edict has been publifhed within thefe few 
Days, creating Annuities for Life by way of Tontine, 
which will bring into the Treafury about. 14 Millions 
-Of Livres..

vatles, Nop..10. By Advice from Zante of the 26th 
of September, a French Man of War came into that 
Road the r8th, and the Captain fent his Boats immedi- 
ately on Board a French Veflel (which had been taken 
and left there as a Prize by Capt. Ro vert Saunders, of 
. the. Ruby Privateer) cut her Cables, and rowed her. off 
under his Stern.. 

Aufig, Dec.t. As foon as the-Combin’d Army in 
Bohemia had pafs’d the Elbe, the King of Pru(lia fent 
Orders to General Einfidel, the Governor of Prague, to 
fhut the Gates of that Town, in fuch a Manner, how- 
ever, that People might go into it, but not come out 
again. This Order was brought to Prague the zoth of 
November; but the next Day another came from his 
Mayjeity, for the Garrifon to evacuate that Town, after 
having firft of all nailed up the Cannon, and fpoiled 
the reit of the Arms which were in the Arfenal there. 
This was executed in a Hurry, and privately, and it is 
reckon’d, that upon this Occafion above 20,000 Pieces 
of all Sorts of Arms were broken. ‘The Powder for the 
Cannon, and other Warlike Stores, were thrown into 
the Moldau, and at the fame Time the Pruflians fet 
fire to two. Mines, which did not however do much 
Damage. Upon the 26th the Garrifon began to march 
out of the Town, taking the Road by Turfko and 
Welwarn, towards Melnick ; fame Hungarians there- 
upon took Pofleilion of it, whilft others, together with 
fome Auftrian Huffars, purfu’d the Rear of the Pruf- 
fians as far as Podelebe.. Thef® laft were to arrive either 
Yefterday or this Day at Leutmeritz, from whence, ac- 
cording to fome Advices, they are to direét their March 
by Turnau, ‘raufenau and Braunau towards Silefia. 
By fome Accounts they amount to 7000 Men, but 
others afflire, that their Number is nothing near fo 
confiderable, Of the Sick and Wounded who were at 
Prague at the Time of the Retreat of the Pruflians, 








only thofe were taken with therm, who were leaf ; 
the others being left behind in that — we a, 

Bruffls, Dec.9. A Courier arriv’d here Y, 
from Prince Charles, who fays, that he pafs’d 
Prague the 2d Inftant, where 2000 Pruffians w 
Prifeners a Day or two before ; that the remainin P. 
of that Garrifon, amounting to about 8500 Sm eae 
fled towards Leutnaritz, without Order, Provifions os 
Ammunition, having firft nail’d up both the Aufttian 
and Pruffian Artillery, and plunder’d about 200 of the 
principal Inhabitants of that City, and that feveral mm 
gular Troops had been detach’d after them, 

Hague, Dec. 8. We have very good Advice 
Bohemia, which informs us, chet the King then 
upon feeing Prince Charles force a Paffage over the 
Elb, and advance towards the Center of his Canton- 
ment, and, according to others, upon learning that 
Count Palfi, with a confiderable Body of Hungarian 
Infurgents, threatea’d an Incusfion into Silefia from the 
Side of Troppau, retir’d with the utmoft Precipitation 
towards Glatz by the Way of Konigingratz, having 
made one fore’d March that had lafted 36 Hours. This 
Retreat, befides the Lofs of Men by Defertion, Fatigue, 
and other Difafters, infeparable from a like Motion 
has enabled the Auftrians to make themfelves Mafters 
of Kolin, Podiebrad, and even after a Skirmith, in 
which Count Truchfes, who was formerly Minifter in 
England, is faid to be mortally wounded,, of Pardubitz 
too. The Pruflians would have deftroy’d their Maga- 
zines in this laft Place, but the Auftrians made them- 
felves Mafters of it Time enough to fave a confiderable 
Quantity of Oats. On the 25th paft the Combin’a 
Army is faid to have mov’d forward from Chlametz to- 
wards Konigingratz, in Purfuit of the Pruffians, who 
had halted in the Neighbourhood of the later ofthete 
Places. Subfequent Advices from the fame Quarter 
bring us the News, that the Pruffians evacuated rague 
on the 28th paft, after having thrown their Artillery 
and Ammunition into the Elb. The Garrifon is fiid 
to be marching to Leitmeritz, and will probably try, at 
all Hazards, to regain their own Country. The Defence 
of the Caftlesof Fribourg has been but very fhort, it 
being certain they were furrender’d on the 25th pat, 
and that the Garrifon are Prifoners of War ; but it is. 
not yet agreed, whether by Virtue of a formal Capitu- 
lation, or by Way of Reprifals for the pretended In- 
fractions of the Capitulations of Egra and Braunau by 
the Auftrians.
